Cooperating On Cooperation 


E*VERY lime the United States hat a particularly 
tough problem to solve, an It ha# at present In 
discovering the caules of the "recession” and remov­ 
ing them, there is a fresh call for cooperation. 
This happened in the first days of tho Roosevelt 
administration. It is happening again now. But how 
to cooperate? That is the question. 
Cooperation, in (he sense that Americans have in 
mind, is collective action for the common well-being 
of the nation. There must be, therefore, a common 
objective before there can be cooperation. 
In the present ca.se, the common objective is pros­ 
perity—prosperity for all. So far so good. All the 
United States lacks is a common basis for collec­ 
tive action. 
This has been revealed more clearly than usual in 
the recent proposals advanced by business spokes­ 
men, who say the basis for collective action to ad­ 
vance the nation's well-being should be faith In the 
traditional operation of private capitalism. What 
they mean is that political attacks on private capi­ 
talism are hampering recovery. Government and 
business must decide whether the nation is going to 
be socialistic or capitalistic. It can't be both. 
The Saturday Evening Post, which holds this 
view, said recently: "There are times when It is 
hard to tell from Mr. Roosevelt'# tone whether he 
thinks of himself as the president of a nation or the 
commander in chief in a civil war.” 
There is a situation here which must be cleared 
up before the country can hope to get past the con­ 
versational stage of cooperation. Americana must 
agree on what methods they favor to work out 
their economic destiny, which they agree should be 
that of the world's highest standard of living. They 
cannot cooperate without first establishing a basis 
of faith. 


Note On The Budget 
A 
DDITION of 350,000 persons to WPA employ­ 
ment rolls will add 323.000,000 a month to the 
rate of federal relief spending, which bas been at 
an average of about 9100,000,000 a month since last 
July I. Further increases will be made later, no 
doubt. 
This is a marginal note on the condition of the 
budget Continuation of the business recession, the 
note says, will make a balanced budget Impossible 
this year, next year and all other years. 
New dealers argue that hide-bound conservatives 
make a fetish of balancing the budget, to the ex­ 
tent of putting dollars above the welfare of human 
beings. Perhaps conservatives do talk about it too 
much, but there Is one thing to remember: Without 
the conservatives, the liberals wouldn’t have an op­ 
portunity to practice their art. 
If the budget had not been balanced and lf the 
national debt had not been reduced between the end 
of the World war and the beginning of the depres­ 
sion, the government would not have been able to 
plunge Into debt without thinking first of the effect 
on Its credit. 
Its credit was good at the beginning of this de­ 
cade. Its credit still is good today. But it is not as 
good now as it w as In I'.CIO aud it will not he as cool 
in IBIO as it is now, unless the government proves 
it Is able to reduce expenditures as well as to in­ 
crease them. Finance is still tho ultimate tent of 
government. A politician without either public cash 
or public to give away is a fish out of water.

"Make a trip down the Whang- 
poo river and you will find great 
installations of American and Brit­ 
ish oil companies, great tobacco 
factories and many costly docks 
and warehouses intact.

W A SHIN GTO N. Doc. I t —Judging by the comments 
»» 
of the press generally and by members of con­ 
gress, there seems to be considfyable m isunderstand­ 
ing as to what the national labor relations board 
.hinks about freedom of the press, the accusation 
being that the board is seeking a means of punishing 
those who w rite about irs work in critical vein. 
Two Instances are being cited in an attem pt to 
prove that the board has either disregarded or in­ 
tends to disregard the immunity which the press 
has always felt that it had to withhold sources of 
its information and to refuse to give such testimony 
in courts or before governmental tribunals. 
One case involves the editor of a newspaper in St. 
Mary’s, Pa., who was sharply cross-examined by an 
attorney representing the labor board, and the other 
the effort of a regional trial exam iner to require 
by subpena the presence of an editor of a magazine. 
W hat unfortunately is not generally known, bnf 
happens nevertheless to be true, is th at the national 
labor relations board itself—the agency of three 
members who act in a quasi-judicial capacity in con­ 
struing the W agner act—did not have anything to 
do with either case, neither ordering the cross-exam­ 
ination of the editor nor the subpena of the other. 
This comes about through the fact that the board 
has many trial examiners who act as m asters or 
trial judges. These ’’examiners"—and other govern­ 
mental commissions have them, too—are merely 
agents of the board, charged with the duty of taking 
testimony and making a report on it to the board. 
It is reliably reported that the first information ' 
which the members of the national labor relations 
board had of the transcript of the testimony of the 
editor of the St. Mary’s, Pa., paper was when they 
read a record of it in the newspapers this week. 
Members of the board are said to feel that the 
la wryer who cross-examined the editor went far be- 
yond the proprieties and far beyond the necessities 
of evidence gathering. 
\ 
S FOR the subpena of the writer of an article in 
a trade magazine last week. here. too. the nation­ 
al labor board did not know of the event till the 
newspapers reported it. This is because it Is the 
custom of governmental commissions to permit their 
regional represensatives to take with them to various 
parts of the United States some blank subpenas, and. 
when Hie attorney* designated to try cases want a 
witness summoned, they merely fill out the blanks 
and thus save the delays incident to writing back 
to W ashington and waiting for approval of every 
subpena before Its Issuance. 
Senatorial committees have for a long time been in 
the habit of Issuing blank subpenas to their agents to 
be filled out as the agents discover in the course of 
Investigation the names of persons from whom 
evidence might he obtained. 
The labor board has many attorneys operating in 
the field. There are literally thousands of pages of 
testimony being 
taken nearly every day, and 
it 
would be almost a physical impossibility for 
the 
board here to be acquainted with what is being done 
in the trials before examiners. Usually the hoard 
learns what has happened when the examiners for­ 
ward to W ashington a report with their re<-omm©n- 
dations and attach thereto a complete stenographic 
record of testim ony 
The im portant tact from the point of view of tho 
press is ta know that the national labor relations 
board realizes futyw ell what the freedom of the 
press means and has no Intention of Interfering with 
It. It can. of course, and will be argued that Hie board 
is responsible for everything said or done by its 
attorneys in the field and by its trial examiners. In 
a technical sense this is 
true. 
But in fairness to the 
board, the fact rem ains also that there is not the 
slightest ground for stating that the board knew in 
advance or in any way motivated the atta< k which 
was made by attorneys in the field on the rights of 
the press. 
In the case of the individual subpenaed to tell 
about the circulation of his article among employes 
of a plant where a labor dispute was going on. the 
issue to be determined is whether the circulation 
was a natural process done wholly by the magazine 
or whether it was an artificial affair in which the 
reprints of the article were distributed among th# 
employes at the direction of the employer. 
T 
HERE will, no doubt, be all sorts of controversies 
as to the wisdom of what the aitorneys and trial 
examiners do in the field, and criticism of their acts 
probably will be found justified in some cases and 
unjustified in others. W hat really is wrong today is 
that the labor board is such a new agency and sa 
obviously trying to develop by experience what its 
practice should bo for trying the many cases brought 
before it that the board ought, to send out a set of 
cautionary rules governing the work of its attorneys 
and trial examiners. Then the proceedings before the 
trial examiners would become more like the courts 
of law. though, here, too, the parallel cannot be car­ 
ried too far because examiners' hearings are in­ 
formal affairs In which the customary rules of evi­ 
dence are not binding. This is because the purpose 
of the exam iner sometimes is merely to find out 
w hether an employer really has or has not inter­ 
fe re d with the rights of his employes to self-organ­ 
ization. To get at the facts, it is often necessary to 
go seemingly far afield, but. so far as the press is 
concerned, it can object to such excursions, and this 
should help ultim ately to correct mistake* and 
abuses.

The Airport Industry 
T 
HE 
American 
Municipal association estim ates 
that 1300.000,000 has been spent by 73* cities 
on airports, and if figures from 7$ of 84 cities re­ 
porting on profits and loss mean anything, most 
of the projects ar© unprofitable. That is, the 78 
cities report an average operating loss of $13,332.51 
for the year 1936. 
A recent survey of 116 municipalities shows that 
they have paid an average of $508,705.52 for pur­ 
chasing. constructing and extending their airports, 
the study says. Kansas City and Detroit each re­ 
ported an outlay of $5,700,000, while one city, Nor­ 
folk. Neb., said it had spent only $600. The total 
capital outlay for these 116 ports was $59,080,841. 
“Even allowing for a considerable margin of error," 
the study show’s, "it Is probable that the cities of 
this country have spent more than $300,000,000 to 
acquire the 738 municipal airports in existence on 
Jan. I, 1937 
A survey made in 1930 by the H arvard university 
school of city planning found that 31 cities incurred 
an average annual cost of $27,052.54 for maintenance 
and operation. In 1936, 20 of these cities reported an 
average annual cost of $29,683.45. Eighty-eight muni­ 
cipally owned airports reported an average operating 
loss—$179,057. 
"These figures,” the study shows, “cover primarily 
operation. If the cost of depreciation, of payments 
for interest and principal on airport bonds and otbw 
similar items were included, not one of the 88 air­ 
ports would have reported a profit, and the average 
loss of the majority might easily have been doubled 
or tripled. As it was, only six ports of the 88 re­ 
ported a profit, and their average profit was $561."

Canal Disorder 
Serious Matter, 
Physician Says 


Inflammation Known As Anal 


Fissure Often Painful, 


Hard To Relieve

R 
e c e n t l y i told you a good 
deal about the mechanism of 
the alimentary canal and its dis­ 
order*. Today I want te tell you 
about a common disorder of the 
lower end of that canal. I refer 
to the outlet, the vent, medically 
known as the anus. 
ThD region is not infrequently 


the feat of inflammation and lacer­ 
ation*. One such condition is re­ 
ferred to as “ anal fissure ’. It is 
an uncomfortable and, indeed, a 
painful condition. 
The victim of this disturbance is 
often a sufferer from chronic con­ 
stipation. In consequence, there is 
constant Irritation and occasionally 
a crack or tear may occur at the 
edge of the outlet. The condition 
may be caused, too, by the passage 
of some hard object, such as a fruit 
seed. a splinter of bone, or some 
other substance taken in with the 
food. 
The sufferer notices mild burn­ 
ing, smarting or perhaps splinter- 
like pain with each bowl move­ 
ment. This acute symptom may be 
followed by a sense of heaviness 
and discomfort in that region. The 
discomfort is always increased dur­ 
ing the movements, especially if 
constipation is present. 


Often Confused 


Sometimes anal fissure is con­ 
fused with hemorrhoids or piles. 
Of course, it ie possible for fissure 
to be present with the hemorrh­ 
oids. But it is necessary to deter­ 
mine the exact condition because 
the treatment of these disabilities 
differs. 
There may be blood stains on the 
linen or considerable bleeding in 
both afflictions. The pain of anal 
fissure is more severe and persist­ 
ent. In fact, it may be so severe 
as to require the giving of an opi­ 
ate. 
Many resort to the use of oint­ 
ments and salves for the relief or 
cure of anal fissure. They are dis­ 
appointed 
when 
such 
treatment 
proves to be a failure. 
Cure of anal fissure is possible 
only by its obliteration. Sometimes 
this may be accomplished by the 
application to the fissure of pure 
carbolic acid. Of course, this treat­ 
ment can be used by the physician 
only. 
If the fissure is extensive, lead­ 
ing into the deep tissue*, local ap­ 
plications are not sufficient. Under 
such circumstances it is necessary 
to remove broken and unhealthy 
ttasue by an operation. Like that 
for the removal of 
hemorrhoids, 
the operation is a simple one. It re­ 
quires but a short stay in bed, a 
day or two, and need cause no 
alarm whatever.

16.000,000 American dollars. I then 
sent a private communication to 
the British commander urging him 
to remove his soldiers from the 
Toyoda mills. 


MT TOLD him I feared a clash 
I between his men and the re- i L 
treating Chinese or a'possible in­ 
cident with the advancing Japa 
nese soldiers when we crossed the 
creek. I urged the abandonment 
of these mills realizing fully lf my 
recommendation was carried out I 
Chinese troops would occupy them 
and probably burn them before be­ 
ing driven out or that the mills at 
least would suffer damage from 
shell fire, 
"The British shortened the lines 
of their defence sector and aban­ 
doned the Toyoda mills a few days 
later. As I foresaw, the Chinese 
first occupied the buildings and 
then set them on fire before re­ 
treating with a resulting total loss 
of more than 
50,OOO,OOO yen to 
Japanese investors. 
“There was nothing paralleling 
this 
where 
foreign 
investments 
here were concerned.” 
Gen. Matsui then revealed that 
the 
Hongkew, Yangtzepoo 
and 
Hungjao areas would be reopened 
soon for residential and business 
use of foreigners, their employes 
and servants. There will be restric­ 
tions concerning the darkening of 
windows 
and 
the dimming 
of 
automobile headlights as long as 
there is danger of Chinese air 
raids at night. 
“My army at present is advanc­ 
ing rapidly on Nanking and needs 
every available man, but I have 
ordered one whole division to re­ 
turn to Shanghai to take over 
police functions In Hongkew, Yang­ 
tzepoo and Hungjoa and to make 
these districts safe so foreigners 
can return to their homes and 
places of business." 
He added with a broad grin: 
“You should hear the complaints 
and lamentations to which I am 
subjected dally by the command­ 
ers of this division, who resent 
being deprived of taking part in 
our victorious entry into Nanking." 
Gen. Mutaul then revealed that 
he would leave Shanghai in a few 
days and establish new headquar­ 
ters at Soocbow, whence he would 
proceed to the battlefront north 
of Lake Tai to direct the advance 
on Nanking.
